The evrfow s sald o hines bosn [ntroduoed
into England by Willinm the Congueror, By
that monarch 1 woas ordaibed, ander sovers
penaltion, when the curfow bell rang 8 o'clock
In the evening all Hghts and Beew shouhd e
extinguinhed,  Thero nre thoss whio hold that
this was morely the enforcing of an existing
and  very common police regulation to that
effoct. The alwolute prohilition of Hghts
after the ringing of the curfew bell was
abolished by Howry 1, in the yoar 110, but
the practics of tolling a bell at o flved bour
n the evening was continusd, and this
which s still extant in some places, s o sur
vival of the curfew of medimval times, At
firwt the common hour was 7 o'clock, then It
win gradially sdvanesd o B and in some
places 1o 0 o'elock; indeed, fn Seotland, 10
o'clock was not an uousual hour, The cur
fow was n regulation most usefal In thiose
oarly days, whin it was the custom to place
ths fire in a hole in the mikddle of
the Noor, under an opening In the roof,
to nllow the esonpe of the simoke.  When the
family retived for the night, the fire was ox-
tUnguished by covering it g beneo the term
convrelfoan, or ourfew, The regulation was
also wervicenblo in obliging the women to
keop in their houses, and thus proveuting
night brawhs in the street. 16 0 bedioyved
